Mr. Trumbly began in broadcasting in 1967 as a disc jockey in Northern 
California and Southern Oregon.

He has been manager of three full power 
television stations in Northern California, prior to building his own LPTV station 
beginning in 1990.   By 1997, as president of Polar Broadcasting Inc., he had built five 
LPTV (Class A) stations.  The stations were in San Francisco-Oakland, San Jose, 
Sacramento, Salinas-Monterey, and Modesto California.
